The  Senate  committee  lifts  authorized 
a favorable  report  of  th£  House  bill, 
which  provides  lor  the  admission  of  the 
Indian  Territory  and  Oklahoma  into 
the  Union  as  the  State  of  ’Oklahoma. 
The  government  heretofore  prohibited 
the  introduetion  or  sale  of  whiskey  in 
the  Territory,  and  protests  have  been 
made  against  ^ts  admission  into  the 
Union  unless  protection  of  some  sort  be 
given  the  Indians.  Iu  answer  to  this 
protest,  at  the  suggestion  of  Senator 
Beveridge,  chairman  of  the  committee, 
the  bill  has  been  amended  so  as  to  pro- 
vide that  no  liquor  of  uny  kind  can  lie 
sold  within  the  borders  of  the  new  state 
for  a period  of  ten  years.1.  And  this  for 
the  protection  ot  th«*\  Indian  from  an  ac- 
knowledged evil.  Why  should  not  the 
government  give  sinnlur  protection  to  its 
weak  and  ignorant  Negro  wards,  to  its 
foreign  immigrants,  and  to  the  thought- 
less youth  of  all  races? 


District  Attorney  Jerome,  after  two 
year’s  prosecution^  has  succeeded  in 
driving  out  of  business  the  most  prom- 
inent keeper  of  gambling-houses  in  New 
York  State.  Mr.  Campbell  and  his  mana- 
ger, Mr.  Bucklin,  appeared  in  court,  en- 
tered a plea  of  guilty  to  the  charge  of 
conducting  a gambling-house,  and  received 
the  maximum  fine  of  one  thousand  dollars 
each.  These  men  conducted  “high  class” 
gambling  resorts,  and1  therefore  did  not 
fear  officials  whose  duty  it  was  to  suppress 
them.  But  Mr.  Jerome  declared  that  so 
long  as  he  was  at  the  head  of  the  District 
Attorney’s  office  there  |<hould  be  no  dis- 
crimination between  rich  and  poor  in  the 
administration  of  the  laws.  Theseconvicts 
believe  that  he  ifaepnt  it.  The  outcome  of 
this  case  is  important.  It  shows  that  the 
law  can  be  enforced  even  against  high 
class  offenders.  Mr.  Jerome’s  appeal  should 
come  home  with  power  to  every  District 
Attorney  and  court  in  our  land.

The  First  Evangelical  Missionary  to 
^Mexico.

“Honor  to  whom  honoris  due.”  If  it  be 
an  honor  to  have  been  the  first  man  to 
break  the  bread  of  life  to  a starv  ing  peo- 
ple, then,  it  is  the  duty  of  the  impartial 
historian  to  record  the  fact.  James  Hickey 
w\s  the  first  evangebcal  missionary  to  en- 
ter Mexico,  but  the  historians  have  robbed 
him  of  the  honor. 

On  “A  Hundred  Years  of  Missions,”  by 
Dr.  Leonard,  on  page  385,  we  find  the  fol- 
lowing treating  of  mission  woik  in  Mexico. 
"And  the  first  missionary  was  a woman. 
Miss  Melinda  Rankin,  who  early  in  the 
fifties  established  a school  in  Brownville, 
on  the  American  side  of  the  Rio  Grande, 
later  crossed  to  Mataraoras,  and  in  1866 
began  work  in  Monterey.  With  money 
raised  by  herself  she  trained  and  sent  out 
colporteurs  to  distribute  the  Scriptures. 
For  twenty  years  her  efforts  continued 
and  bore  abundant  fruit.”  It  is  not  our 
purpose  to  detract  in  any  way  from  Miss 
Rankin  or  to  depreciate  her  work.  ’ But 
she  was  not  the  first  missionary  to  enter 
Mexico  with  the  Gospel.  Miss  Rankin  says 
that  a Mr.  Thompson,  a Southern  Metho- 
dist preacher  was  the  first  one  to  actually 
cross  over  and  begin  work  on  the  Mexico

Hon.  James  P.  Eagle  Head. 

Former  Governor  James  P.  Eagle  died 
at  Little  Rock  on  20th  inst.,  after  an  ill- 
ness of  three  weeks.  He  was  Governor  df 
Arkansas  from  1889  to  1893.  He  had 
been  President  of  the  Arkansas  Baptist 
State  Convention  twenty-one  years,  and 
at  the  last  meeting  declined  le-election.  He 
was  also  President  of  the  Southern  Bap- 
tist Convention.  9 

Since  leaving  public  office  he  devoted  his 
time  to  plantation  interests  and  to  church 
work.  He  had  held  many  public  offices, 
and  had  irtver  been  defeated  in  an  election. 
He  was  a Baptist  minister.  He  was  67 
years  old. 

James  Philip  Eagle  was-born  in  Manry 
County,  Tenn.,  Ang.  10,  1837.  He  was 
the  son  of  James  and  Charity  (Swaim) 
Eagle.  He  was  educated  in  the  country 
schools  of  Prairie  County,  Ark.,  and  was 
in  Mississippi  College  in  1870.  He  served 
throughout  the  Civil  war  in  all  grades, 
from  private  to  Colonel  in  the  Confederate 
Army.  He  was  once  badly  wounded  in 
battle,  and  was  made  a prisoner  of  war, 
being  confined  in  Camp  Chase  and  Fort 
Delaware.  After  the  war  Colonel  Eagle 
engaged  in  Jcotton  planting  in  Arkansas. 
In  1882  he  married  Miss  Mary  Kavan- 
augh  Oldham  in  Madison  County,  Ky. 
He  was  four  times  a member  of  the  Ark- 
aneas  Legislsture,  serving  on<  session  as 
Speaker.  He  was  a member  of  the  Con-

S.  J.,M  delivered  a discourse  in  the  Jesuit’s 
church  in  which  hs  declared  that  the  Virgin 
Mary  lrom  “the  first  instant  of  he/T  con- 
ception was  free  from  all  stain  of  Original 
sin.”  The  text  of  that  discourse  was,  ^By 
one  man  sin  entered  into  the  world,  and 
death  by  sin,  and  so  death,  passed  upon 
all  men,  for  that  all  have  sinned.”  He 
called  tjiat  preaching!  He  insisted  that 
the  very  Scripture  which  he  announced  as 
a text  did  not  teaclj  the  truth.  The  apos- 
tle said,  death  passed  upon  all.  the^eulo- 
gist  said,  there  is  at  least  this  exception. 
The  preacher  closed  his  panegyric  with 
this  prayer:  "Oh,  Mary,  look  down  in 
tender  compassion  upon  us,  thy  children; 
be  a mother  to  us,  bless  us,  protect  us 
from  danger;  guide  our  faltering  steps, 
strengthen  our  feeble  hearts;  pray  for  us 
sinners  now,  but  oh,  especially  at  the  hour 
of  death.”  She  is  called  “the  mother  of 
God/’  not  merely  dt  the  humanity  of 
Christ,  but  also  of  his  Deity^Such  a moth- 
er ought  to  have  been  immaculate  in  her 
own  conception,  and  she  must  be  made  so; 
hence  this  dogma  of  1854.  Could  not  her 
mother  also  be  made  tbe  Grandmother 
of  God  and  be  declared  immaculate  in  her 
conception?  Is  that  irreverent,  blasphem- 
ous? Why  more  so  than  to  call  Mary  the 
mother  of  God?  And  this  is  the  twentieth 
century  of  enlightenment  and  civilization! 
Is  it  any  wonder  that  monotheistic  Israel 

regards  this  Mariolatry  as  pagau  idoli-

This  is  Christmas  eve,  the  daj|  before  j 
the  day  reputed  to  be  the  birthday  of  our 
Lord.
